Two Thousand Invitations 
Were Issued By the 
Committee. 


Expected to Make Prevailing 
Lawlessness Burden of 
His Song. 


Gov. Johnson Says He Will 
Make Race. 


Two thousand invitations have 
been issued by the committee on ar¬ 
rangements of the farmers and plan¬ 
ters of Todd and adjoining counties 
to an old-fashioned basket picnic and 
speaking to-day at the fair grounds 
in Guthrie. The Hon. Joseph E. 
Washington will be master of cere¬ 
monies and the following speakers 
have been invited: F. G. Ewing, A. 
0. Stanley, John Rhea, Joel Fort and 
John E. Garner, Jr. 

At the June meeting of the board 
of directors of the association it 
was decided that no general rally 
and barbecue would be held at Guth¬ 
rie this year on the same order as 
those held in previous years. It 
was recommended, by the board,how¬ 
ever, that each county hold a Yneet- 
ing during the summer for the pur¬ 
pose of keeping the enthusiasm for 
the organization up to the highest 
point. The picnic at Guthrie will be 
of greater significance, perhaps,than 
any other' held in the district. Guth¬ 
rie is the birthplace of the organiza¬ 
tion and has been headquarters since 
its formation. 

The committee on arrangements 
is composed of W. C. Balee, chair¬ 
man; J. S. Linebaugh, W. L. Poin¬ 
dexter, M. E. Webb and Alex Har¬ 
ris. 


The political campaign in the Sec¬ 
ond Congressional district will be 
formally opened by the Republicans 
in this city this afternoon with a 
speech by the Hon. E. T. Franks, 
collector of Internal revenue at 
Owensboro, in support of Taft and 
Sherman. The speaking will take 
place in the circuit court room at 
1:30 p. m.

Should this prediction be fulfilled, it 
will at once establish this question 
as one of the issues of the campaign 
in this state. 

Mr. Franks, more familiarly known 
as "Broncho,” is well known in this 
section. Upon many occasions has 
he addressed the voters of this re¬ 
gion, and he is regarded as one of 
the strongest speakers and best cam¬ 
paigners in the Republican ranks.

In Hopkinsville on Official 
Tour of Inspection. 


St. Paul, Minn., Aug. 21.—Short¬ 
ly before noon Gov. Johnson called 
the newspaper men together and an¬ 
nounced that he would accept the 
nomination tendered to him by the 
State Democratic Convention at 
Minneapolis yesterday. He did not 
issue a formal statement, but said: 


Adjutant General P. P. Johnston 
was in the city Thursday afternoon 
making a tour of inspection of the 
various military camps of Kentucky. 
He went to Princeton and after vis¬ 
iting Eddyville and the camps in 
Caldwell and Trigg counties return¬ 
ed here last night and left this morn¬ 
ing for Guthrie. 

Gen. Johnston expressed himself 
as pleased with the situation in 
Western Kentucky. He says public 
sentiment has shown a wonderful 
change since he was here and the 
people generally are more outspoken 
against lawlessness than in any oth¬ 
er place he has visited. 

He said Gov. Willson is opposed to 
any sort of compromise with the 
criminal element. 

He intimated strongly that there 
was no immediate probability of the 
removal of troops now on duty in 
this region, but further develop¬ 
ments would be awaited. He de¬ 
clared that under no circumstances 
would the prosecution of the fight 
against night riders be abandoned 
until the organization had been bro¬ 
ken up and the leaders punished.

"After due consideration of the 
matter and before I have been for¬ 
mally notified, 1 will tell you that I 
have made up my mind to lay aside 
all personal considerations and listen 
to the call of the party.

A CINGALESE DAINTY, 


Ceylon White Ants and Their Numer¬ 
ous Natural Enemies. 

It Is estimated that two-thtrds of the 
Island of Ceylon Is undermined by 
white ants. The number of these in¬ 
sects Is certainly quite incalculable, but 
It Is fortunate that their natural ene¬ 
mies are almost as numerous. 

The workers are preyed upon by true 
nuts and many other insects; by spi¬ 
ders. lizards and centlpeds; by rats, 
mice and palm squirrels. But It is 
the adult winged insects that are espe¬ 
cially victimized. It is probable that 
scarcely 1 per cent of the mature in¬ 
sects survive the dangers of the pe¬ 
riodic fights. 

They run the gantlet of nearly ev¬ 
ery other animal. Birds, bats, squir¬ 
rels, rats, toads and lizards all fiock 
to the feast. Dogs and cats eat the 
winged ants with avidity. 

“Even man himself does not disdain 
to participate," says E. E. Green. "The 
Tamil eooly looks upon a mess of 
fried termites as a great dainty, and I 
have severul European acquaintances 
who consider that termites on toast 
form a dish worthy of more general 
inclusion In the menu. They are said 
to taste not unlike mushrooms.’’—Agri¬ 
cultural Journal of Ceylon Botanic 
Gardens. 


Nearly a Precedent. 

While there has never been an In¬ 
stance in which the president and the 
vice president chosen with him have 
both died In the course of the term for 
which they were chosen, this came 
very near happening In the term for 
which Harrison and Tyler were 
elected.

mer—and David Gardiner, the father 
of Tyler’s second wife.

FOES OF THE LEVEES 


Sources of Danger to the Artificial 
Banks Along the Mississippi. 

"People who know little about our 
system of levees, the artificial banks 
built to confine the Hood waters that 
pour Into the Mississippi, no doubt 
Imagine that the heavy rains are the 
only enemy with which the levees have 
to contend,” said a Baton Rouge man. 

“On the contrary, the levees, both 
during times of flood and low water, 
are subject to the incessant attacks of 
living foes, the destructive work of 
which costs millions of dollars. These 
foes are alligators, turtles, muskrats, 
field rats, fresh water terrapin and 
crawfish. Of all these burrowera that 
prey on the levees, excavating within 
them goodly chambers or tunnels, the 
crawfish do the most damage, with the 
turtles and terrapins a good second. 
The harm done by the alligators Is 
comparatively small. 

“In repairing the banks crawfish 
holes are often found of Immense size. 
It Is these hollow spaces that in time 
of freshets cause a caving In and break 
of the levees, which of course bring 
on an inundation of all the adjacent 
country. The worst part of the busi¬ 
ness Is that no way of exterminating 
these pests has yet been found, and 
the only thing to be done is to try to 
keep them away from the. banks as 
much as possible.”—Baltimore Ameri¬ 
can.

Lyon County Grand Jury 
Appears Anxious For 
Him. 

TESTIFIED LAST TERM 

t^nd Instead of Indicting 
Riders, Hall Himself 
Was Indicted. 


The Lyon county grand jury has 
issued an attachment for Sanford 
Hall, who is supposed to be in Indi¬ 
an#. Hall testified at the last term, 
but no indictments were returned; 
but Hall was himself indicted on a 
minor charge and Gov. Willson par¬ 
doned him. 

Eddyville,, Ky., Aug. 30.—One 
hundred and ten men, seventy-five 
of whom are among the leading citi 
zens and most substantia! farmers 
of Lyon county,will be released from 
custody unless Sanford Hall and 
Tom Stevens, confessed night riders, 
appear before the grand jury and 
fujjpish evidence that will warrant 
indictments against them. Practic¬ 
ally all of these men are under bond 
to surrender themselves in the event 
jfRindictment by the grand jury. 
They were held over by! County 
Judge Crumbaugh, and their arrest 
was the result of evidence furnished 
by M. 

UnreSs indictments are returned 
by the present grand jury it becomes 
the duty of the circuit judge to per¬ 
mit the accused to go free as two 
grand juries will have met since they 
had their examining trial. If Hall 
and Stevens, or either of them, can 
be brought here, then Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney Denny Smith will 
have evidence to warrunt the return¬ 
ing of indictments by the grand jury, 
and more than 100 of the alleged 
j^ders will be indicted. 
iThe members of the gradd jury 
are active in investigating the cases. 
Led by Capt. W. J. Stone, they are 
making demands on Mr. Smith and 
Judge Cook that the prosecuting 
witnesses be men on whose testimo¬ 
ny the accused were held over and 
bought before the grandjjury. 

Krone Talks. 

Paducah, Ky., Aug. 20.—In a con¬ 
versation today over the long dis¬ 
tance telephone, County Attorney 
Krone, of Lyon county, to-day said: 

"There is no truth in any state¬ 
ment that I told the grand jurors or 
anybody else that I ^do not know 
where Sanford Hall is. I distinctly 
informed the jurors that I could tell 
them where he is if they want him, 
but no one from the grand jury room 
has ever intimated to me that San¬ 
ford Hall is wanted. I offered rr,y 
services to secure all the evidence in 
my possession against the night rid¬ 
ers, but the grand jury has absolute¬ 
ly ignored my presence, although I 
have been within call ever since the 
jury retired. 

"The grand jury will have no trou¬ 
ble in securing the attendance of San- 
f<»d Hall or any of the night rider 
fcnnesses if it wants them.” 


REFINING ROCK SALT. 

Crud« Material Melted and Purified by 
Intenee Heat. 

A new method of refining rock salt 
has been discovered. Instead of the 
old and slow process of llqueflcatlon In 
water nnd subsequent evaporation the 
salt Is melted and purified by fire. 
While In a liquefied state all Impurities 
are precipitated so as to be easily sep¬ 
arated aftelftcoollng. 

The London Lancet says: “A demon¬ 
stration of the new process was given 
quite recently at some works near St. 
Helens. The rock salt was carried in 
barrows to the top of a huge oven and 
dropped In on to a metal plate heated 
to whiteness by gas. Rock salt re¬ 
quires for its melting a temperature of 
1,400 degrees F., to which point the 
table evidently was heated, for It 
flowed off It as a liquid and fell Into a 
recess below. After a time a quantity 
was drawn off Into a large mold and 
compressed air was forced Into It till a 
violent ebullition was set up to facili¬ 
tate the precipitation of the impurities 
to the bottom of the mold. After the 
mold was allowed to cool It was found 
that all the impurities had sunk to the 
bottom, leaving pure white solid salt 
at the top. The Impure portion of the 
block Is separated easily by a blow 
with a chisel. The pure salt may then 
! be ground to any degree of fineness re- 
i quired. The new method is said to be 
I much cheaper than the old one and 
I much more economical of time, taking 
hours only while the old one required 
days. Another advantage is that by 
the fire process the salt Is freed from 
water and in this anhydrous condition 
' Is very slow In absorbing moisture 
| from the atmosphere, so that no Ingre¬ 
dients need be added to prevent It from 
! “caking." Some hundreds of tons have 
been refined, tested and analyzed with, 
j it is said, quite satisfactory results, and 
I works on a large scale are to be erect¬ 
ed where the new method can be car¬ 
ried on." 

A SANITARY DUSTER. 

Portable Vacuum Machina For Clean¬ 
ing Carpeta and Drapery. 

The vacuum system of cleaning the 
Interior of houses has been so far per¬ 
fected that It is now possible for every 
well regulated house to have one of 
these machines and with its use to 
have the work done as thoroughly as If 
I performed by the larger plant which Is 
j drawn around on the running gear of 
1 a wagon. 

The machine occupies a space about 
eighteen Inches square and Is less than

four feet In height. It weighs about 
seventy-five pounds and, being fitted 
with universal wheels, may be readily 
rolled around the establishment with 
little labor. A fan making ninety revo¬ 
lutions per minute creates sufficient 
vacuum to draw the dust from the dra¬ 
peries and carpets in a very complete 
manner. The machine Is driven either 
by electric motor or by hand power. 
Where electricity Is made use of tho 
current Is obtained by means of a flex¬ 
ible cord connection with the electric 
light circuit. 

Automatic Dampers. 

The regltherm Is a novel apparatus 
for the automatic control of the damp¬ 
ers of furnaces and stoves, and it acts 
with such wonderful promptness and 
energy that the beat of a candle ap¬ 
plied for the fraction of a minute will 
cause It to raise a man of 150 pounds 
several inches. A small amount of vol¬ 
atile liquid is hermetically sealed In the 
Instrument. As the surrounding tem¬ 
perature rises or falls the vapor of this 
substance changes its pressure one-half 
pound per square Inch for each degree, 
and a rise of a single degree develops 
a force of fifteen pounds within the 
motor. This force expands the vessel 
half an Inch. The movement Is mag¬ 
nified eightfold in transmission to the 
dampers, changing the latter four 
Inches, and In this way the tempera¬ 
ture of the room or building Is regu¬ 
lated within narrow limits. 

Engine Economy. 

Some tests have been made on the 
Northern railway of France to deter¬ 
mine the economy of using one power¬ 
ful engine Instead of two smaller ones. 
The tests extended over six months’ 
time and covered over 12,400 miles. 
Both trains were of the same weight— 
050 toss. The cost for fuel, oil, main¬ 
tenance and wages for six months was 
$761 for the one *uid $1,041 for the two 
engines, or a saving of $280. Tho first 
cost was $23,280 for the single engine 
and $17,900 and $12,220 for the two 
engines. 

Rainbow Huod Glass. 

Glass Is made - Iridescent by being 
exposed In a redhot condition to the 
fumes of salts of tin, barium and 
strontium. Red is produced by the 
strontla, blue by the baryta and bluish 
white by the tin. in ancient gloss,
